The outlay
wus of the very best, being worth altogether
not less than $2,000, The most sorprising
part of the affuir was its location, within 200
feet of Central police siation, where the
proprietors were carrying it on as if there
were no police within a mile. But any de-
Insive ideus they may huve entertained were
promptly dispelled by Inspector McAleose,
who, when he got the first inkling of the
gume, began an investigation. He wis ns-
sisted by Detectives Conlson, Hobinson,
Fitzgemid and Bendel, and soon had all the
evidenoo he necdod.

Ralded Early in the Evening.

Last evening the Inspector went before

Mugistrate Gripp and made informations

t M. Cornelius, Sam Shore, J. G.
Croghan, William Reid, John Biake and
John Robbins. The warrants were soon
after served, and at 10 o'clock the place was
closed.

A fow days sgos barber shop wns opened
at No. 2 Dinmond streot, snd the whole
bullding, which is a threestory brick, was
rented.
